Mr. Aoatol* S. MasloT, an old omlgri in his lato forties and a 
Freaoh oitlsen, was la Moseev as an Interpreter for tiie firm of 
Alitliea (eleotrlo looomotlTes) at the Frenoh Exposition frem 
AngiUit 14 to Septemher 20, I first met MasloT ahout fire ^ears 
age when he tried out for a speaker position with the ladle and 
hadn't seen him sinoe that time* He oontaeted me on Oetoher 22 
and we spent the hotter part of the working dsjr together. 

In addition to the doounents whloh he passed on to me and 
whieh, he Insists , he earried ent at oonsiderahle persoag^ risk, 
the only other speelfle information Oeneerning radio llsteniag 
was his zwport of a oonrersatlen with a leading engineer and 
Communist (whose name he asked me not to mention). Aeoording 
to MasloTf this engineer is an assidnoug listener to foreign 
hroadoasts (ineludii^ Swohada ) and» in spite of the fast that 
he is not in onMSltloa to tke regisM (of hnmhle origins^ he is 
Indehted to***A¥d^ortuaities which the fSegiime opened up to him) , 
he insist e that the test thing the West oan do to open up the 
nlnds of the Soriet eltlsens is through hreadeastlng. 

He likewise mentlozied that he had ether eonrsrsations with 
Soriet oitlzena who emphasised two pointai 

1. In order for Westem hmadoasts to he aooeptahle, 
they iBust he free of eren the nest insignifieant untruths. 

If they are not. the tendenoy is to dismiss them as lying 
propaganda. 

2. The neoeeslty to aroid all talk Of diiiiliMah^ of 

the Soriet Union. Soriet oltiaen will iiot tolerate 

sueh an attitude. He olalms to hare heard Itrltiolsm of 
Radio Llhorty on thia seore. 

How reliahls an informant Maaler ia (reliahla il^t in the seeurity 
8 ana e hut as dohearns the truthfulnaas of the sloriaS ha ralatas) , 

I oaanot really say. Ha is am aotor training » and I hare the 

impression that he ooeaeionsdly embroiders on tho truth to make 
his story more draunatie and to oreate am impression on his audienee. 
And in the light of what we know of the diffloulty of appreaohing 
Soriet offleialdom» his aooeumte of seme of his meetings inspiz^ 
a certain skeptleism. But then one nerer knows... 

Maslor olalms to hare met amd talked wltht among others » Fatriaroh 
Aleksei amd Furtsera. 

Patriameh Aleksei he met at the eenslusion of the morning aerrioe 
in lokhoreky Sohor, apparently at the request of the former. 
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He quoted Aleksei as haTing said soaethisjp to the effect that 
the oritioism in the West of the Hosoow Patrlarohate e^as unjusti- 
fied and that it failed to eonslder the diffieult eonditions under 
which the Patrlarohate had to funetion in order to surrire* 

The oiroumstanoes under whieh he met Furtsera were the following* 
Arriving one evening at the Mosoow Art Theatre and unable to he 
seated heeause the perfonsanoe had alreadjr begun, he asked to be 
reeeived b/ the Bireetor and his request was granted. He intro- 
duced himself as an actor with the Bussian theatre in Paris, said 
that he quite understood the regulations and war not asking for anjr 
special fators but wauited to take advantage of the interval before 
the second act began to oeet with him. They had a very cordial 
oonveraation during which Maslov told him something about the 
Bussian theatre in Paris. The Bireetor asked to see his ticket 
(in the 8th or 10th row of the orohostra) and then proceeded to 
esoort him to the Bireetor 's logo. After the performance, the 
Bireetor again invited him into his office where a table was laid 
with zakuski. 

A few days later, Kossygin (the son of A. H. Kossygin, First Beputy 
Chairman of the Couneil of Ministers) asA one of Furtseva's secre- 
taries (Zverev, son of the Minister of Finance, is also one of her 
seoreta^es) , came to the Frenoh Exposition and told Maslov that 
Furtseva (who is popularly referred to as ** Catherine the Thlrf^ 
would like to see him* And Maslov saw Furtseva on that same day. 

Furtseva had learned of Maslov as a result of his meeting with the 
Bireetor of MHhAT. After having enquired about Maslov's life in 
the West, she then asked him whether he had ever given any thought 
to returxilng to the S.W.} and if the idea was appealing to him, then 
the Soviet government would be happy to defray all expenses in brings- 
ing him and his family to the S.W.| and that naturally he could ex- 
pect to receive gainful employment commensurate with his abilities 
and quallfieations* She added that another of her secretaries, 
Comrade Byk (a Jew, by the way), would be the peraon he should 
eontaet if he were interested in such a prospect. Maslov thanked 
her for her Interest and said that he would think the matter over 
(he felt that a brusque and categorical refusal would not have 
been too advisable, under the oircumatanoes) . 

Maslov also met quite by accident (at the Sovetskaya gestinitsa, 
formerly the restaurant far) the dau^ter of Eaganevitch, a girl 
in her mid-thirties. While he and his lady companion were seated 
at a table, a couple came over and asked whether they could share 
their table* It was she who later in the course of the evening 
volunteered the information that she was Eaganovich's dau|^ter» 

He did not engage in any political talk nor did she speak about 
her father. She is unmarried and apparently does not wozk.
